Town Meeting to decide future of WHS

WILMINGTON - The itch to 
get moving on plans to reno- 
vate or build a new 
Wilmington High School got 
stronger recently after 
‘Tewksbury passed a new high 
school at a special town meet- 
ing and the ballot box. While 
Tewksbury begins the next 
stage of its project, with con- 
struction slated to begin this 


summer, Wilmington pre- 
pares to enter the second 
phase when, and if, Town 
Meeting passes Article 10 to 
begin a feasibility study. 

“It’s an exciting time to be 
going through this process, 
and with so much financial 
support from the state build- 
ing authority we don’t want to 
jeopardize what is available

Selectmen race

WILMINGTON - ‘Two 
incumbents and two newcom- 
ers vie for two seats on the 
Board of Selectmen at the 
town election next month. 
The two incumbents, current 
Chairman Michael Newhouse 
and Veteran’s Agent Louis 
Cimaglia, face challengers 
Mark Nelson and Daniel 
Murphy. 

Newhouse, an attorney with 
a practice in town, began his 
service as a Selectman in 
1996, when he was elected to 
his first of four terms. 
Elected again in 1999, 
Newhouse vacated the seat 
before the end of the term to 
accept the position of Town 
Counsel. He served as Town 
Counsel from June 2001 to 
June 2003. He was elected to 
the Board again in 2004 and 
has served since. 


Cimaglia, Wilmington’s 
Veteran’s Agent, is now run- 
ning for his second term. 

For both, returning to the 
board is an extension of their 
volunteer work within the 
community. 

“I’ve enjoyed my first three 
years,” said Cimaglia. “It’s 
been an enlightening experi- 
ence. I want to keep moving 
forward. I want to keep mov- 
ing forward.” 

Mark Nelson has run for 
selectman four other times. in 
1997, 1998, 1999, and 2000. 
Nelson graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 
the early 1970s and his daugh- 
ter attended Wilmington 
Public Schools until grade 
ten. Self-employed in the con- 
struction field, Nelson served 
on the Master Plan commit- 
tee. He told the Crier in a

Remembering George Webster and Conrad Gerhartz

WILMINGTON - Two long- 
time ‘residents of North 
Wilmington died last week, 
just hours apart, on opposite 
sides of the street. George 
Webster and Conrad Gerhartz 
both contributed a lot to the 
town. 
George Webster worked for 
a Boston printer, the type of 
printing firm that no longer 
exists. They did high-quality 
work, such as insurance com- 
pany annual reports, usually 
with a color reproduction of 
company artwork on the 
cover. Corporations still have 
fancy reports printed, but 
they are no longer done in 
Boston. Boston has lost its 
old-time financial industry 
and computers have com- 


pletely changed the printing 
industry. 


Printing is a hectic business 
and in defense of his sanity, 
George developed a great 
sense of humor, He would 
write hilarious letters to the 
editor of the Town Crier, usu- 
ally on local topics. Once, 
after the Town Crier had pub- 
lished the 29th chapter of a 
series on Mrs. Dr. Frances 
Hiller, he submitted a letter 
that reported that Dr. Hiller, 
up in Heaven, was requesting 
that the long, boring series 
Please be ended. It was 
signed with a blue 
thumbprint, from *GOD, 
George Webster, acting secre- 
tary. 


George worked for the Town 


without a joke. He was a man 
of many talents, a fine water- 


color artist and an exception- 
al photographer. 

His neighbor across the 
street, Conrad Gerhartz, was 
also a letter-writer, His let- 
ters usually concerned water 
quality and could be quite 
lengthy. At first, they were 
submitted in small handwrit- 
ing, a nightmare for a type- 
setter with bifocals. So the 
‘Town Crier insisted that the 
letters be typed, and limited 
to ome page, one side. The 
next letter was indeed typed, 
but it was photo-reduced and 
typed in a manner that com- 
pletely filled the page with 
small print. 
Sometimes his letters would 
not be printed. It wasn’t that 
they were wrong, but they 
were long. There simply was 
not room in the paper, unless 
we were to omit a significant

Slow Down! Despite other dangers, speed can still kill 


We are all constantly 
reminded never to drive 
under the influence of alco- 
hol, or any other chemical 
substances. Most recently 
there has been a nation-wide 
push to ban texting while dri- 
ving. Just last week, Oprah’s 
one hour show focused on the 
tragedies of texting and dri- 
ving. Hopefully, most people 
are aware of the extreme con- 
sequences of these actions. 

Over the past weekend, 
while my Uncle Joe was visit- 
ing, he opened my eyes to the 
dangers of something that 
even the “good” people do: 
speed. The awareness for me 
came through his story dur- 
ing this visit as he told me of 
something that had left a last- 
ing impact on him. When he 
was 16 years old, he and three 
other friends were all mem- 
bers of their church’s CYO. 
One Sunday morning, on their 
way to get doughnuts for the 
church, the boys were driving 
way too fast. My uncle was 
sitting in the back seat next to 
his friend Mike. Tragically, 
speeding caused them to 
crash and at the age of 15, 
their friend Mike was dead. 
The decision to speed caused 
the accident that killed one of 
their best friends. No drugs, 
no alcohol, no cell phone, no 


texting......speeding. 

I think sometimes we are so 
focused on these other issues, 
as we should be, that we may 
forget the dangers of speed- 
ing. According to Drive for 
Life, excessive speed is the 
second most common cause 
of deadly auto accidents. In 
2008, 31% of all auto accidents 
were caused by speeding. 
$40.4 billion is paid by people 
of this country in speeding 
fines each year. The effects 
of speeding dramatically 


slows a persons’ ability to 
safely maneuver their vehi- 
cle, yet people still believe 
that speeding 10 miles over 
the limit is OK. In a recent 
study, 61% of people admitted 
to exceeding the speed limit, 
90% said they had a family 
member experience the 
effects of a car crash, but 
56% said they never changed 
their driving habits. 

In most cases, even though 
people will disagree, speeding 
does not get you to your desti- 


nation any faster than if yor 
obeyed the speed limit. One 
person admitted that ever 
driving 90 mph for five min 
utes straight only got him t 
his destination one minute 
earlier than his GPS had pré 
dicted. Nobody should have 
to lose somebody because of ¢ 
careless driver. People neec 
to understand that anybody i: 
capable of speeding, but we 
are also capable of being 
smart and making the righ 
decision.

Marine life’s best friend 


WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
8th grader, Katherine 
McKenna, collected close to 
150 items from her family, 
friends and teachers to 
donate to the National Marine 
Life Center in Buzzards Bay 
Massachusetts. The National 
Marine Life Center, or NMLC, 
is an independent, non-profit 
marine animal hospital, sci- 
ence, and education center 
dedicated to rehabilitating for 
release stranded sea turtles, 
seals, dolphins, porpoises, 
and small whales, and to 
advancing scientific knowl- 
edge and education in marine 
wildlife health and conserva- 
tion. 

The NMLC suffered a roof 
collapse and is in the process 
of re-building. Katherine vis- 
ited the NMLC this past week- 
end and was given a tour of 
the facility by the President & 
Executive Director, Kathy 
Zagzebski. Katherine viewed 
a diamond back terrapin 
named Patty who was res- 
cued a year ago after she had 
been found nearly frozen. She 
fed Northern red-bellied coot- 
ers as well as baby diamond 
back terrapins. Both species 
are endangered salt marsh 
residents, which the NMLC is 
helping recover by a captive 
hatching and release pro- 
gram. Ms. Zagzebski 
explained that the both sets of 
baby turtles will be big 
enough to be released this 
spring. She also said that 
there would be six large turtle 
and small seal tanks ready 
for patients in the next two 
months, The rest of the facili- 
ty will be completed as fund- 
ing becomes available. 

Since the facility has been 
out of operation, hundreds of 
animals have stranded on 
Cape Cod and have had to be 
transported to other facilities 
hundreds of miles away in 
Maine and Connecticut. The 
fate of small whales is dire, 
Whales do not transport well 
and must be humanly eutha- 
nized if they strand because 
of injury or illness. Once the 
NMLC is fully operational 
they will be the only facility 
within hundreds of miles that 
is able to house and rehabili- 
tate small whales, 

Marine animals make ideal 
teaching tools. Dolphins, 
whales, seals, and sea turtles 


are charismatic and interest- 
ing. By using marine animals 
as subject material, National 
Marine Life Center instruc- 
tors address topics from biol- 
ogy to physics, writing com- 
position to art, math to tech- 


nology. Marine animals also 
make ideal subjects for 
lessons on conservation and 
human impacts on our envi- 
ronment.

<written statement that he 
was running because he 
“could not see another year 
with uncontested seats. Last 
year’s 4 percent is rather sad 
for a voter turn out.” 
Newhouse and Cimaglia 
both cite professional govern- 
Ment as a strength for the 
town and actively promote 
the concept as part of their 


“agenda. 

““When folks talk to us about 
the Business Week honor (in 
which Wilmington was 
named, as Massachusetts’ 
“Best Affordable), I will take 
credit for defending and pro- 
moting professionalism in 
government,” said Newhouse, 
“My approach is to hire capa- 
ble, committed professionals 
to operate the day-to-day 
operations of the town and 
hold them accountable to a 
high standard of perfor- 
mance.” 

Cimaglia concurred, citing 
as well the e-Government 
Award from Common Cause. 
. “We're getting awards for 
open government and I think 
that’s very important for the 
town and we need to continue 
doing that,” said Cimaglia. 
».Cimaglia points to a num- 
ber of achievements as well 
during his first term includ- 
ing putting the town counsel 
on a fixed fee (as opposed to 
hourly billing), being able to 
sustain the level of services 
in town without fees and with 
‘a “favorable tax rate for all” 
during a difficult economic 
climate. 

Nelson, however, does not 
agree that the tax rate is 
favorable for all; particularly 
not for senior citizens. 
Though the town already 
“offers seniors tax abatements 
‘through Chapter 41C, which 
comes with reimbursements 
from the state, Nelson would 
like to see further tax breaks 
for seniors paid for, in part, 


by eliminating the flat fee or 
putting a cap on the town 
counsel billing. His rational 
is that the town counsel fee is 
a waste of money since “most 
of the cases I am familiar 
with never should be in court 
to begin with,” said Nelson. 
The desire to reduce the 
town counsel charges is sig- 
nificant, since Nelson has 
himself brought numerous 
appeals of the planning 
board, the zoning board of 
appeals, and has even 
brought forth a couple of 
cases involving the police 


securing “safe, 
potable water at no cost to 
ratepayers,” because the 
town “held Olin’s feet to the 
fire.” 

Newhouse also recounted 
the successes of the milfoil 
treatment at Silver Lake, 
improved technology in town, 
an aggressive sidewalk con- 
struction program, and the 
continued maintenance of 


town property. 

Looking forward, both 
Newhouse and Cimaglia see 
many of the same challenges 
facing the town. Both recog- 
nize the challenges of local 
aid cuts likely on the horizon 
for FY2011. 

“We are going to have to 
weather the storm,” said 
Newhouse. “It will be a chal- 
lenge to continue to provide 
the services that we provide 
facing continual and deeper 
cuts at the state level.” 

“We've been abie to balance 
our budget and we have an 
affordable tax rate,” 
remarked Cimaglia, adding 
that the challenge to main- 
tain services and capital 
improvements - such as new 
police cruisers, fire trucks, 
and school repairs - will be 
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among the most important 
“things to do with the econo- 
my as it is now.”

Newhouse, father of two 
boys; ages one and three, 
adding “I’m committed to 
implementing whatever is 
necessary for a quality edu- 
cation at the high school.” 

The feasibility study will 
culminate in conceptual 
plans for either the renova- 
tion of the existing facility or 
the construction of a new 
high school. 

“It’s a very important 
issue,” said Cimaglia, who 
echoed the sentiments of 
Newhouse. “Now is exactly 
the time, because we can 
secure a more favorable rate 
for construction bids and bor- 
rowing rates. But most 
important is that the voters 
have all the information to 
make an informed vote.” 

“It is all about the process 
at this point. No one is decid- 
ing at this point whether or 
not to build a new school or 
remodel. We just need to fol- 
low the process through,” 
added Cimaglia, who has one 
son, Louis Cimaglia, V, who 
recently graduated from 
Wilmington High School, and 
two more children poised to 
enter in a few more years; 
Nicholas in seventh grade 
and Brittany in third. 

Nelson is opposed to Article 
10, however. 

“I have never seen so many 
abandoned homes in town 
and properties in need of sig- 
nificant repair,” Nelson wrote 
in a statement to the Crier. “I

Wouldn’t it be great if we 
could have another game 
like 1976- when the Redmen 
and the Wildcats were not 
only playing for the MVC 
title, but a spot in one of the 
early Super Bowls?

Disney adding 
interactivity to 
latest ship 


GLENDALE, Calif. 
(AP) — The walls and 
floors will come alive on 
Disney's latest cruise 
ship. 

Over 20 pieces of mov- 
ing artwork will line the 
decks of the Dream, 
which launches early 
next year, while two in- 
teractive floors will keep 
kids on their feet in the 
ship's youth areas. 

The new interactive ex- 
periences were unveiled 
during a recent press 
demonstration at the 
headquarters of Walt Dis- 
ney Imagineering, the 
company's creative de- 
sign team. 

The 22 pieces of “en- 
chanted art" will be 
showeased on LCD 
screens encased in glass 
and surrounded by a 
frame housing speakers 
and a camera that can 
detect when a cruiser is 
in front of it.

Good fences do make 
good neighbors, especially 
if you like hanging out with 
the wildlife crowd. The 
right collection of trees 
and shrubs adds long-term 
interest and privacy, while 
providing cover for birds, 
pollinators and other wan- 
dering critters. 

Decide what it is that you 
want from a living fence 
and then select some flow- 
ering shrubs _ (lilacs, 
quince, weigela), decidu- 
ous bushes (barberry, 
burning bush, spirea) or 
evergreens (arborvitae, 

|, yews) to accom- 
plish it. All provide a dif- 
ferent look or serve a 
different purpose, from se- 
curity to nourishment to 
sound abatement. And 
there's nothing wrong with 
blending varieties or even 
incorporating them into 
standard fencing. 

"Diversity of species is 
good insurance against 
devastation by pests, in- 
cluding insects, disease 
and mammalian," said 
Barbara Bates, a horticul- 
turist with the Kane 
County office of University 
of Illinois Extension. 

"Multi-purposing plants" 
also give you more bang 
from your landscaping 
buck and labor, she said. 
"There are many fruiting 
shrubs and dwarf trees 
that will provide food for 
family, friends and 
wildlife. Those that have 
displays of bloom, fra- 
grance and fall color can 
add a seasonal dimension 
of change to your land-

Hedges are used prima- 
rily for creating property 
borders, establishing vi- 
sual screens and directing 
traffic flow, Bates said. 

"We are impatient and 
want instant gratification 
when we can get it,” she 
said. "Fences are faster 
than hedges and serve the 
purposes equally well. 
(But) for plant people who 
root themselves in their 
garden abodes, the era of 
hedgerows continues." 

Hedges are practical, 
with tree and shrub barri- 
ers tending to outlast 
fences, said Michael 
Kuhns, an_ extension 
forester with Utah State 
University at Logan. They 
also act as windbreaks and 
protected spaces where 
animals, songbirds, game 
birds and pollinators shel- 
ter. 

"You can use these barri- 
ers, especially the taller 
ones, to create microcli- 
mates," Kuhns said. "Cer- 
tain fruits and garden 
vegetables are pollinated 
better where the wind isn't 
blowing, increasing pro- 
duction. Fruit quality is 
enhanced, too, because 
there's less 'rub'." 

If it's a wildlife hedge 
you're after, then stay 
away from high-mainte- 
nance shrubs such as for- 
malized boxwoods or 
tightly groomed topiaries. 

"Some things are tradi- 
tionally clipped but don't 
have to be," said Sharon 
Yiesla, a horticulturist 
with the Lake County Unit 
of University of Illinois Ex- 
tension. "That's especially 
the case with many of the 
flowering plants popular 
with pollinators. All you do 
when you trim is remove 
the flowers and follow-on 
food sources for birds. It's 
better just to leave them 
alone and let them go nat- 
ural."

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Progress on 
93/95 Interchange 
slows to a crawl 


Project, years in.the making 
shows little sign of moving forward 
By PAUL FEELY 


Long off the radar of local communities, the topic of 
MassHighway’s proposed Route 95/93 Interchange reconstruc- 
tion project has begun to creep back into public discussion in 
recent months, with governing bodies in both Reading and 
Woburn receiving updates on the status of the project. 

As such a project, if it were to eventually move forward, 
would have large impacts on these two Middlesex East commu- 
nities (as well as those that surround them), this week 
Middlesex East presents a refresher course on the years-long 
discussion and potential impact the project could have on the 
region. 

The Reading Board of Selectmen received an update from 
Selectman Richard Schubert last month concerning the until- 
now dormant Route 93/95 Interchange project, stating that 
while a firm has been chosen as a consultant for the next few 
phases of work, a contract with that firm has yet to be ham- 
mered out (sides have been working on it since the summer of 
2009). 

In his presentation, Schubert noted that MassHighway is now 
known as the Mass, Department of ‘Transportation. Staffing in 
the department has been reduced and the money is not there for 
many projects that had been tossed about in previous years. 

In the spring of 2009, the Request For Proposals (RFP) 
process to select a consultant to take the project to the environ- 
mental review process began, and the firm of Fay, Spofford and 
Thorndike was selected. - 

“There is still no contract with them,” said Schubert. 

He went on to report that the state is trying to combine the 
environmental process with the design process. Aerial photo- 
graphs of the area were taken last spring, and officials are cur- 
rently looking at wetlands delineation near the site and looking 
at adding a lane on Route 128 to relieve congestion where it 
meets up with Route 93. 

“They will start with the Task Force recommendations and 
will hold public hearings,” said Schubert. “The timeframe is 
uncertain and funding is another process - this project will go 
up against all other projects.” 

When Fay, Spofford and Thorndike were originally selected, 
design work had been expected to begin by the fall of 2009, with 
a final design expected to be completed by the fall of 2014 and 
construction anticipated to begin in the spring of 2015, accord- 
ing to an email. But that timetable is now uncertain. 

Over the summer of 2007, the final report summing up the 
many years of work by the I-93/1-95 Interchange Transportation 
Study Task Force was published and distributed to Task Force 
members and local officials in the four communities that will be 
most closely affected by any changes being proposed. 

The Environmental Impact Report process allowed for more 
public input on the proposals being made in the Task Force 
report. During this process a citizens’ advisory committee 
would be formed and public hearings would be held. 

In a letter accompanying the Task Force Report, Frey stat- 
ed, “The package of recommendations presented in this report 
reflects the valuable - and substantial - input of the Task Force 
members. The ITF (Interchange Task Force) worked closely 
with the study team in a cooperative and collaborative fashio1 
to develop solutions that improve traffic and safety, maintain 
local access, avoid property takings and minimize community 
impacts,” 

The 100 page (plus six page executive summary) Task Force 
report summarizes most of the work that went into the final rec- 
ommendations being made for study during the MEPA process, 
It includes the many components of road design that were 
looked at before the final two plans were accepted for recom- 
mendation. Also included are 10 recommendations that were not 
put into design form but deal with noise and other environmen- 
tal pollution problems,

The report’s executive summary states, “The -93/1-95 
Interchange is a major part of the regional highway system and 
a key to the economy of the Commonwealth. Severe congestion 
and safety problems exist at the interchange, due mainly to its 
very short weaving distances and other substantial geometry. 
The interchange carries more traffic than any other in New 
England (over 375,000) vehicles per day), and projected increas- 
es in future traffic would make the problems even worse at the 
‘bottleneck’-congested location. 

“This location has the highest crash rate (accidents per mil- 
lion vehicles) of any similar interchange in Massachusetts, with 
many crash clusters in the interchange coinciding with the geo- 
metric deficiencies. Furthermore, its close proximity to other 
interchanges (especially Washington Street on I-95/Route 128) 
compounds the problems and necessitates inclusion of some 
adjacent interchanges as part of the solution.” 

Over its close to four year existence, the Task Force studied 
the Interchange area from Montvale Avenue and I-93 (at the 
Woburn/Stoneham line) to the Route 62 interchange in 
Wilmington and from Route 129 (at the Reading/Wakefield line) 
on Route 128 to Route 38 in Woburn. 

The report includes the following 10 recommendations: 

4.1 HIGHWAYS ° 

Recommendation 1: 

The alternatives to be advanced for environmental study 
should both include split Washington Street ramps and a north- 
bound Route 128 connector to I-93. 

Recommendation 2; 

Alternatives H3-OS and H3-US should be given equal scruti- 
ny to explore construction sequences, refine costs, and establish 
comparative noise, visual, and wetland impacts in detail. The 
appropriate place to answer these remaining questions and 
select a final highway alternative is in the environmental study 
which must follow the planning study.

During the environmental phase, further 
engineering should be done to explore varia- 
tions that can improve the two alternatives 
and reduce their impact. 

Recommendation 4. 

Extension of the fourth lane on Route 128 
northbound to Exit 40 (Route 129), and on 
Route 128 southbound from Exit 38 (Route 28) 
should be implemented as an interim improve- 
ment, along with an on-ramp from Cedar 
Street in Woburn to southbound I-93. Where 
warranted by MassHighway noise abatement 
guidelines, noise barriers should be construct- 
ed as part of the interim improvements, adja- 
cent to the added lanes on Route 128 and also 
at other locations around the 1-93/I-95 
Interchange where barrier relocation would 
not be required during con-struction of full 
improvements. 

Recommendation 5, 

All transit and TDM improvements 
described in Chapter 3 should be included with 
the recommended highway improvements in 
an integrated multi-modal package of actions 
to be further developed and analyzed in the 
environmental phase. 

Recommendation 6. 

The highway and non-highway recommen- 
dations of the 1-93/1-95 Interchange Study have 
been conceived, evaluated, and discussed with 
the Interchange Task Force as a multi-modal 
integrated package of improvements. 
Therefore, this package, including interim 
improvements, should be developed and evalu- 
ated in a single environmental study, resulting 
in an Environmental Impact Report: and 
Statement that addresses the entire package. 

Recommendation 7. 

The environmental studies should be based 
on a continued open process of public involve- 
ment and should be prepared in coordination 
with an ongoing Citizens Advisory Committee 
incorporating the members and interests of 
the I-93/ 1-95 Interchange Task Force and the 
affected communities. Minimizing takings, 
noise, and visual impacts are essential to 
maintaining community support. 

Recommendation 8. 

A study of long-range ITS improvements 
should be undertaken to address information 
systems, ramp metering, and variable speed 
limits as potential techniques to better manage 
congestion on the region's expressways. 

Recommendation 9. 

Because of the scale and complexity of the 
problem and because of its importance to long 
range mobility, energy conservation, and 
greenhouse gas reduction, a long-range region- 
al HOV study is recommended. 

Recommendation 10. 

The 1-93/I-/95 Interchange Transportation 
Study recommends incorporating regional and 
local land use planning efforts (such as 
MAPC's MetroFuture initiative) into trans- 
portation project planning, and encourages the 
full participation of Reading, Stoneham, 
Woburn, other local communities, and region- 
al organizations in the planning process. 

According to the Environmental 
Notification Form, the project's stormwater 
impacts are as follows: 

The project would add a fourth northbound 
lane on Route 128 from the Interchange with I- 
93 (Exit 37) to Route 129 (Exit 40); and an aux- 
iliary southbound lane on Route 128 from 
Route 28 (Exit 38) to the Mishawum Road on- 
ramp (Exit 36). Much of the area of the fourth 
lane is already paved, and bridges east of 1-93 
would not be altered. A parallel connector road 
from northbound Route 128 to the interchange 
and new ramps within the interchange would 


create new impervious area. The stormwater 
system for the project has not yet been 
designed, but would include elements to meet 
DEP stormwater policy regarding peak dis- 
charge rate and water quality. Based on review 
of the stormwater policy, it is expected that the 
project. would be classified as a new project 
and would therefore meet all the applicable 
standards in the DEP Stormwater Policy and 
MassHighway’s: Stormwater Handbook for 
Highways and Bridges. Land is available with- 
in the interchange and the highway layout to 
provide drainage structures. With appropriate 
design, the project’s stormwater impacts 
would be the same as those of the current high- 
way and interchange. 

The project would alter land immediately 

adjacent to I-93 and 1-95 as described above. 
Except for a triangular area of 1700 to 4700 
square feet in the northeast quadrant of the 
interchange (depending on the alternative) 
and an elevated ramp above 26,000 square feet 
of wetland area immediately southwest of the 
interchange, all work would be done within the 
existing highway layout line. 
, For the proposed pedestrian bridge at 
Anderson RTC, the MBTA and City of Woburn 
would need to negotiate an agreement with an 
industrial/commercial property owner(s) 
located west of and adjacent to the rail line 
and in the immediate vicinity of the station for 
use of/access to land extending to New Boston 
Street. This proposal has the support of the 
City of Woburn and area business organiza- 
tions, and it is hoped that all parties would be 
able to achieve a mutually beneficial arrange- 
ment. Alternately, a small amount of property 
(estimated less than 1 acre) would need to be 
acquired to provide access, 

According to the ENF filing, in describing 
the project's consistency with other federal, 
state, regional, and local plans and policies 
related to traffic, transit, pedestrian and bicy- 
cle transportation facilities and services, the 
report states: 

The project is consistent with the 
Massachusetts Long Range Transportation 
Plan, which cites the I-93/1-95 interchange as a 
needed major infrastructure improvement; a 
placeholder for the interchange improvements 
is included in the Boston Regional 
Transportation Plan. An integral part of the 
proposed project is a’ package of transit 
improvements to provide additional commuter 
rail service in the project area and shuttle bus 
service along Route 128 from Peabody. to 
Lexington with connections at the Anderson 
Regional Transportation Center (ARTC). The 
proposed project also includes ‘Transportation 
Demand Management measures to increase 
transit use and carpooling. The total estimated 
effect of these nonhighway measures would be 
to remove up to 10,000 average daily trips from 
the highway system. Although pedestrian and 
bicycle improvements are not permissible 
within the Interstate Highway layout, pedestri- 
an access improvements to the ARTC are also 
proposed. The net effect of the project will be 
an improvement in regional mobility and 
increased mode choice. 

The project is consistent with the state 
transportation policy of providing remediation 
of existing problems before adding new capac- 
ity. Although the recommended alternatives 
include providing 2-lane interchange ramps 
where possible and extending the northbound 
fourth lane on Route 128 to remove the existing 
bottleneck that causes backups through the 
interchange, these improvements address 
shortfalls in the interchange area, not new 
capacity improvements in the region.
